The County Commissioners have | 


awarded the Alabama couple the 
sum of $2,000 for damages, Under 
the provisions of Chapter 90 the 
county makes the awards, and the 
town pays, but, in a more practical 
aspect, the towns have been taking 
care of the awarding of damages. 
It was this point that incensed the 
Selectmen, Monday evening. No 
other home owner on Federal St. 
has been awarded damages, and 
the Selectmen see no reason for 
setting a precedent

PLANNING BOARD NIXES 40 
FOOT STREET PROPOSAL 


A proposal, Tuesday night, by a 
Watertown man that he be allowed
